COMPAMY is located in Suite 302 in the TEXAS SCHOOLBOOK 
EEPOSITORY BUIIUING. '^11 SUM, 

SUBJECT stated that she was standing on the front 
steps of the building with MRS. MADIE B. REESE. 707 H. 
MADISON , another eaqsloyee of MAC MILLAN PUBLISHING CO- 
MPANY, watching the Presidential motorcade when president 
Kennedy was assassinated. SUBJECT further stated that she 
heard the three shots fired ty the assassin. SUBJECT stated 
that she thought the first shot was a firecracker exploding. 
After the second shot, SUBJBGT stated that she knew it was 
gun shots. SUBJECT further stated that after the third shot, 
she knew they came from above, but she did not see anyone. 

SUBJECT stated Jhat she did not personally know LEE 
HAHVBY OSifALD, but assumed that she had seen him since she 
had gone to the first floor of the building where the TEXAS 
SCHOOLBOOK D3P0SIT0RY is located, several times because 
MAC MELLAN uses their shipping department. 
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SUBJECT also stated that she only casually kn»r 
JOE HOBRIQUEZ MDLINA, but thought his name was MAEINO. 

SDBJ3CT also stated that she did not know JACK 
RDBT, and she had never seen RtlBT around the building, 
or seal him talking to OSWAU).
